The  present  Report  on  the  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF 
SCHOOL  CHILDREN  in  Stirlingshire  is  for  the  period  from 
1st  August,  1929,  to  31st  July,  1930. 

There  was  fortunately  no  change  in  the  School  Medical 
Inspection  Staff  during  the  year,  so  that  the  work  was  able  to 
go  on  uninterruptedly. 

A report  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Health 
suggesting  an  increase  in  the  Staff,  but  in  view  of  the  changes 
and  reorganisation  foreshadowed  by  the  Local  Government 
(Scotland)  Bill  which  was  being  considered  by  Parliament  the 
Education  Authority  thought  it  wise  to  defer  the  consideration 
of  any  changes  in  the  Staff  until  the  County  Council  had  been 
reconstituted. 

It  has  to  be  mentioned  further  that  the  children  of  seven 
years  of  age  were  examined  as  to  their  visual  acuity.  This 
proved  to  be  a very  useful  addition  to  the  work  as  a good  many 
of  the  children  were  found  to  have  eye  defects  capable  of 
correction  by  suitable  spectacles. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  County  coming  under  the 
Scheme  of  Medical  Inspection  is  92,  the  number  of  children 
on  the  register  being  28,738,  and  the  average  attendance  25,678.

Sanitary  Conditions  of  Schools. — Throughout  the 
year  Mr  Malcolm,  Master  of  Works,  has  managed  to  instal 
water  closets  in  place  of  dry  privies  at  the  following  Schools  : — 
South  Alloa,  Gargunnock,  Arnprior,  Ivippen,  Muiravonside, 
Muirlands  and  Torrance.  At  Shieldhill  it  is  the  intention  to 
instal  water  closets  whenever  the  Drainage  Scheme  for  the 
village,  which  is  at  present  under  construction,  has  been  com- 
pleted. At  Slamannan  there  are  water  closets  but  they  are 
connected  to  a cesspool.  Here  also  a Drainage  Scheme  is 
being  installed  and  it  is  the  intention  to  abolish  the  cesspool 
and  connect  the  water  closets  to  the  drainage  system.  The 
number  of  schools  with  privies  is  fast  diminishing  and  the 
policy  of  the  Education  Authority  is  to  have  these  entirely 
replaced  by  water  closets  wherever  practicable. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here  also  that  electric  light  was 
installed  during  the  year  at  Airth  Public  School  and  as  soon  as 
the  cable  is  available  at  Plean  the  School  there  will  also  have 
electric  light  put  in. 

School  Closure. — Throughout  the  year  it  was  only

found  necessary  to  close  Class  Junior  II  b.  of  Larbert  Village 
School  for  a fortnight  and  Infant  Classes  la,  lb,  Ila  and  lib 
of  Bannockburn  Public  School  for  a week,  because  of  measles 
in  both  cases. 

First  Aid  Appliances  for  use  in  Schools. — As  has  been 
reported  previously  a supply  of  these  appliances  is  kept  in  the 
County  Buildings  and  served  out  to  the  Head  Teachers  on 
request.  Applications  for  these  are  on  the  increase  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  they  supply  a want,  as  minor  accidents  are 
so  frequently  occurring  among  the  children. 

Organisation  and  Administration.— Full  details  of 
the  Scheme  of  Medical  Inspection  have  been  given  in  former 
reports  and  how  the  various  Staffs  are  co-ordinated.  Now  that 
the  Public  Health  Work  in  all  its  phases  is  under  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  County  Council  the  relations  between  the  various 
parts  of  the  Staff  will  become  still  closer. 

Attendance  of  Parents  at  Medical  Inspection. — 
The  percentage  of  parents  at  the  Medical  Inspection  of  the 
children  was  29-4.  In  last  Report  the  percentage  was  28-04 
and  in  the  one  previous  to  that  23-3.  It  is  extremely  gratify- 
ing to  find  that  the  parents  in  increasing  numbers  are  coming 
to  the  medical  inspection  to  get  first-hand  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  found  on  medical  examination.

In  last  Report  the  total  number  of  routine  cases  was 
8609,  that  is  to  say  nine  more  than  in  this  Report.  The  Special 
Cases,  however,  in  last  Report  were  only  1671  as  compared 
with  4770  in  the  present  Report. 
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This  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  number  includes 
the  children  of  seven  years  of  age  who  were  specially  examined 
for  eye  defects  as  has  already  been  stated.  This  has  swollen 
the  total  number  of  children  examined  to  13,370  as  compared 
with  10,280  in  the  preceding  year.

In  connection  with  the  8600  children  examined  in  routine 
inspection,  1032  Notices  were  sent  to  parents  regarding  some 
condition  requiring  attention,  while  342  similar  Notices  were 
issued  in  connection  with  the  4770  Special  Cases. 

AMELIORATION  OF  DEFECTS. 

The  following  three  tables  show  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  amelioration  with  regard  respectively 
to  Defective  Vision,  affections  other  than  Defective  Vision, 
and  Verminous  Conditions.  The  results  are  given  in  these 
tables  as  formerly  for  each  parish,  showing  the  number  who 
have  received  attention  either  at  the  hands  of  the  oculist, 
medical  attendant  or  otherwise.  As  has  been  pointed  out 
before  these  cases  require  a great  deal  of  individual  attention 
especially  on  the  part  of  the  Nurses  who  in  many  cases  have  to 
make  repeated  visits  to  the  homes  before  the  desired  results 
are  obtained.

The  greater  part  of  the  work  in  connection  with  cases  of 
defective  vision  is  done  by  our  Specialist,  Dr.  Gilchrist  of  Glas- 
gow. Dr.  Rutherford  and  Dr.  Whiteford  also  give  a pro- 
portion of  their  time  to  this  work.  The  two  chief  centres  are  in 
Falkirk  and  Stirling.  In  Falkirk  very  suitable  accommodation 
has  been  made  by  Mr  Malcolm  at  the  Science  and  Art  School, 
almost  opposite  the  Old  High  School.  During  the  year  the 
work  in  Stirling  was  carried  out  at  the  East  Kirk  Institute 
as  before,  but  now  splendid  accommodation  has  been  provided 
at  the  Old  Infirmary  Buildings,  which  were  acquired  by  the 
late  County  Education  Authority  principally  to  accommodate 
their  administrative  staff.  These  centres  each  serve  a very  wide 
area.  Kilsyth  Academy  and  Lennoxtown  Public  School  also 
serve  as  centres  for  their  respective  surrounding  districts.  In 
the  Western  District  generally,  however,  it  is  not  possible  to 
have  one  school  to  serve  such  a widely  scattered  population 
so  that,  as  in  former  years,  it  was  found  more  convenient  for 
Dr.  Gilchrist  to  make  a tour  of  the  area  using  certain  schools 
as  subsidiary  centres.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  the  8600  children 
examined  in  routine  inspection  3 were  found  to  have  insufficient 
clothing,  3 with  clothing  which  was  ragged,  and  4 with  clothing 
which  was  dirty,  a total  of  10,  as  compared  with  20  last  year. 
Special  cases,  however,  found  with  defects  of  clothing  num- 
bered 13  this  year  as  compared  with  6 last  year.  On  the  whole 
the  results  are  favourable,  due  in  large  measure  probably  to 
the  efforts  of  the  Education  and  Poor  Law  Authorities  in  pro- 
viding clothing  in  necessitous  cases.

Here  again  the  smallness  of  the  numbers  is  due  to  the 
necessitous  cases  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Education  and 
Poor  Law  Authorities.

girls  of  various  ages  for  the  year  under  review,  and  also  tor 
the  preceding  year,  these  being  compared  with  the  standard 
heights  and  weights.  As  stated  in  a previous  report  the  stan- 
dard heights  and  weights  have  been  calculated  for  the  average 
ages  of  the  children  examined.  The  calculations  are  made  from 
the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Physical  Training  (Scot- 
land) tables  XVI.  and  XVII.  of  which  show  the  average  stature 
(without  shoes)  at  all  ages  of  different  classes  of  the  population 
of  Great  Britain,  and  tables  XVIII  and  XIX  of  which  show  the 
average  weight  (including  clothes)  at  all  ages  of  different  classes 
of  the  population  of  Great  Britain.  Just  as  last  year  it  will  be 
noticed  generally  that  the  figures  for  Stirlingshire  compare 
favourably  with  the  figures  for  Great  Britain  as  a whole  and 
especially  in  the  oldest  age  group  both  with  regard  to  height 
and  weight.

In  last  Report  it  was  stated  that  the  figures  for  nits  and 
vermin  of  the  head  have  shown  consistent  improvement  from 
year  to  year  and  especially  in  the  case  of  the  girls.  This  year, 
however,  there  is  a slight  increase  in  the  figures,  the  percentage 
found  with  nits  being  4-5  as  compared  with  3-8,  and  with 
vermin  -34  as  compared  with  -31.  It  is  to  be  noticed  that  while 
there  were  no  cases  of  children  in  routine  inspection  found 
with  vermin  of  the  body  there  were  four  special  cases  detected. 
The  great  improvement  which  has  taken  place  in  these  con- 
ditions is  no  doubt  due  to  the  continuous  pressure  successfully 
applied  not  only  by  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  but  by  the 
teachers  also. 


CONDITION  OF  SKIN. 

The  figures  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  skin  show 
general  improvement  except  in  the  case  of  ringworm  where  6 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  ringworm  of  the  head  as  com- 
pared with  2 last  year,  and  2 with  ringworm  of  the  body  as 
compared  with  1 last  year.  As  I have  previously  pointed  out 
ringworm  of  the  head  can  be  a very  intractable  disease  and 
fortunately  in  the  County  of  Stirling  it  is  much  less  frequently 
found  than  in  some  areas.  While  only  10  cases  of  scabies 
were  found  in  routine  inspection  as  compared  with  16  last  year, 
the  number  of  special  cases  this  year  is  16  as  compared  with  7 
last  year.  Although  scabies  (itch)  should  ordinarily  yield 
readily  to  treatment  it  sometimes  proves  a most  distressing 
disease  when  introduced  in  a young  family  with  a handless 
mother.  To  get  it  eradicated  it  is  occasionally  found  neces- 
sary to  have  the  children  taken  into  one  or  other  of  the  County 
hospitals  for  treatment.

Last  year  it  was  remarked  that  the  nutrition  of  the  chil- 
dren as  shown  by  the  results  had  reached  quite  a high  mark 
and  this  year  the  results  are  slightly  better,  only  1-6  per  cent, 
being  found  below  average  as  compared  with  2-9  last  year. 
There  were  3 special  cases  found  this  year  as  compared  with  4 
last  year.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  column  for  very  bad  is 
blank.

The  figures  with  regard  to  dental  examination  have  been 
found  to  oscillate  slightly  from  year  to  year,  the  percentages 
with  regard  to  sound  teeth  and  also  with  regard  to  5 or  more 
decayed  being  each  about  3 per  cent,  lower  than  those  for  the 
preceding  year,  the  result  being  that  the  percentage  with  1 to  4 
decayed  is  somewhat  higher  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

The  Dental  Staff  was  unchanged  throughout  the  year, 
Mr  Shearman  being  engaged  mostly  in  the  Central  and  Western 
portions  of  the  County  anti  Mr  M' Queen  in  the  Eastern  portion, 
while  Mr  Somerville,  the  part-time  dentist,  is  engaged  among 
the  children  of  Stirling  Burgh.  The  following  three  tables 
show  the  work  which  has  been  accomplished  by  the  three 
dentists,  Mr  Somerville,  Mr  M'Queen,  and  Mr  Shearman, 
respectively. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  Mr.  J.  SOMERVILLE,  SCHOOL  DENTIST, 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  by  Mr.  M'QUEEN,  School  Dentist,  from  20/8/29  to  27/6/30. 
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The  table  in  connection  with  Mr  Somerville’s  work  shows 
that  of  the  2854  children  inspected  in  the  schooLs  in  Stirling 
Burgh  2097  required  treatment,  and  the  number  actually 
treated  by  Mr  Somerville  was  427,  representing  20-4  per  cent. 
Extractions  of  temporary  teeth  numbered  621  and  of  per- 
manent teeth  143  as  compared  with  402  and  80  respectively 
last  year.  The  number  of  fillings  of  permanent  teeth  was  325 
as  compared  with  250  last  year.  It  will  be  noticed  that  325  is  a 
fairly  large  proportion  of  the  total  number  treated.  Dressings 
and  scalings  done  were  29  and  14  respectively.  While  i\Ir 
Somerville  ordinarily  holds  one  clinic  per  week,  usually  on 
Friday  forenoons,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  he  was  holding 
two  clinics  weekly  in  order  to  get  over  the  work. 

Whole-time  Dentists’  Work. — In  the  case  of  Mr 
M‘Queen  and  Mr  Shearman  the  tables  of  work  gives  the  details 
of  each  school  in  their  respective  areas,  as  well  as  the  totals 
in  each  area. 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  8289  children  inspected  by  ^Ir 
M‘ Queen  6958  required  treatment  and  that  the  number  of 
children  actually  treated  was  2124,  representing  30-5  per  cent, 
of  those  actually  requiring  treatment.  This  percentage  shows 
a slight  increase  over  that  of  last  year.  The  schools  in  the 
Bonny  bridge  district  give  the  best  returns  of  all,  fully  40  per 
cent,  of  the  children  requiring  dental  treatment  in  each  of 
these  schools  taking  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided  for 
dental  treatment.  Extractions  of  temporary  teeth  number 
2966  and  of  permanent  teeth  901.  The  fillings  in  connection 
with  temporary  teeth  were  110  and  of  permanent  teeth  1110. 
Fifteen  scalings  and  138  dressings  were  also  done. 

The  table  relating  to  Mr  Shearman’s  work  shows  that  of 
the  10,954  children  inspected  6731  required  treatment,  and 
2189  were  actually  treated,  representing  32-5  per  cent,  of  the 
children  actually  requiring  treatment.  The  temporary  teeth 
extracted  numbered  4194  and  the  permanent  teeth  extracted 
numbered  1092.  The  fillings  of  temporary  teeth  and  per- 
manent teeth  numbered  respectively  22  and  1392.  The 
dressings  and  scalings  were  respectively  46  and  2S7. 

NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

Of  the  8600  children  examined  in  routine  inspection  20-4 
per  cent,  showed  nasal  catarrh  mostly  due  to  such  ailments 
as  common  colds.  This  percentage  is  approximately  a third 
better  than  last  year.  The  percentage  of  cases  suffering  from 
nasal  obstruction  was  1-06.  The  figures  with  regard  to  en- 
larged tonsils  are  also  more  favourable  this  year,  the  percentage 
of  scholars  with  markedly  enlarged  tonsils  last  year  being  6-6 
as  against  3-9  this  year.  Improvement  is  also  to  be  recorded 
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in  the  figures  with  regard  to  adenoids.  Last  year  the  per- 
centage of  cases  where  adenoids  were  probably  present  was 
2-38,  and  where  they  were  actually  present  2-4  as  against  2-1 
and  1 -7  respectively  this  year. 

This  all  round  improvement  with  regard  to  conditions 
of  the  nose  and  throat  is  largely  contributed  to  by  the  work 
of  the  special  Ear,  Throat,  and  Nose  Departments  at  the  Fal- 
kirk Infirmary  and  the  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary.  The  num- 
ber of  school  children  who  were  operated  on  for  adenoids  and 
enlarged  tonsils  at  Falkirk  Infirmary  for  the  year  under  review 
was  539  and  at  the  Stirling  Infirmary  278.  As  was  pointed 
out  last  year  the  tendency  to  middle  ear  disease  and  other 
catarrhal  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and  respiratory  passages 
is  enormously  reduced  and  the  general  health  greatly  improved . 

It  has  been  part  of  the  policy  of  the  County  Health 
Department  in  the  past  to  develop  as  far  as  possible  co-opera- 
ation  with  the  voluntary  hospitals.  This  phase  of  the  County 
Public  Health  work  is  likely  to  be  very  markedly  increased 
under  the  new  Local  Government  Act  which  contemplates 
the  very  closest  co-ordination  of  all  the  hospital  services  in  the 
County. 


NOSE  AND  THROAT. 
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LYMPHATIC  GLANDS. 

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  10-8  per  cent,  of  the  chil- 
dren examined  in  routine  inspection  had  submaxillary  glands 
palpably  (that  is,  slightly)  enlarged,  while  the  percentage  of 
those  with  cervical  glands  so  enlarged  was  37-7.  These  figures, 
as  was  the  case  last  year,  are  somewhat  high  but  it  is  to  be  noted 
that  such  slight  enlargement  of  these  glands  simply  represents 
some  inflammatory  condition  of  the  mouth  or  throat  and  that 
the  glands  will  return  to  the  normal  when  the  cause  of  inflamma- 
tion has  been  removed.  As  was  the  case  last  year  there  were 
only  two  children  whose  submaxillary  glands  were  markedly 
enlarged,  and  ten  whose  cervical  glands  were  marked 
enlarged,  these  figures  representing  a trifling  percentage.  In 
no  case  were  the  glands  found  to  be  suppurating  but  cicatrices 
were  noticed  in  the  case  of  five  children  with  submaxillary 
glands  and  in  84  cases  with  cervical  glands.  As  I have  pointed 
out  before,  the  danger  of  such  enlargements  is  that  if  the  glands 
become  chronically  inflamed  and  enlarged  they  are  apt  to 
become  the  site  of  tubercular  disease.

The  figures  with  regard  to  external  eye  disease  show  con- 
siderable inprovement  on  those  for  the  previous  year,  the  per- 
centage with  regard  to  blepharitis,  conjunctivitis,  corneal 
opacity  and  strabismus  being  relatively  low.  The  danger 
with  regard  to  the  two  first-named  affections  is  that  when 
allowed  to  go  untreated  they  are  apt  to  develop  into  corneal 
ulcers  from  which  in  a large  number  of  cases  an  opacity  is 
left.  In  this  connection  it  will  be  noted  that  there  were 
actually  lfi  children  found  with  such  corneal  opacities,  which 
especially  if  situated  over  part  of  the  pupil  may  seriously 
interfere  with  vision. 

Children  found  suffering  from  strabismus  or  squint  totalled 
1-9  per  cent,  as  against  2-14  in  the  previous  year.  It  is  now 
the  rule  that  all  children  with  squint  be  brought  before  the 
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School  Oculist  at  the  very  earliest  opportunity  so  that  the 
defect  may  be  remedied  as  far  as  possible.  During  the  year 
several  children  under  school  age  were  treated  by  the  School 
Oculist  under  the  arrangement  between  the  County  Child 
Welfare  Committee  and  the  County  Education  Authority.

The  figures  with  regard  to  visual  acuity  remain  wonder- 
fully constant  from  year  to  year,  there  usually  being  just 
slightly''  over  80  per  cent,  with  good  vision.  Again  it  will  be 
noticed  that  the  general  results  of  vision  testing  are  more 
favourable  in  the  case  of  the  boys  than  in  that  of  the  girls, 
the  boys  found  with  good  vision  totalling  83-6  per  cent,  and 
the  girls  only  78-6.

The  percentage  of  children  found  with  otorrhoea  or  middle 
ear  disease  was  1 -03  as  compared  with  1-5  in  the  previous  year. 
One  is  glad  to  note  the  reduction  because  this  disease  may 
assume  a very  serious  character  from  the  fact  that  the  bony 
partition  between  the  middle  ear  and  the  brain  is  very  thin 
so  that  occasionally  inflammatory  processes  within  the  middle 
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ear  may  extend  to  the  meninges  covering  the  brain.  It  is 
on  this  account  that  in  all  such  cases  parents  are  warned  as  to 
the  necessity  of  having  proper  treatment.  Otorrhoea  is  a 
fairly  frequent  sequela  of  measles  or  in  fact  of  any  inflamed 
condition  of  the  throat  due  to  other  causes,  such  as  adenoids 
and  enlarged  tonsils.  It  is  well  therefore  to  take  steps  without 
delay  to  have  such  inflamed  conditions  treated  with  a view  to 
their  removal.

The  figures  with  regard  to  hearing  show  some  improvement 
as  compared  with  last  year,  98-6  per  cent,  having  good  hearing, 
•81  per  cent,  as  compared  with  -91  per  cent,  last  year  being 
slightly  deaf  and  -52  per  cent,  as  compared  with  1-12  per  cent, 
being  markedly  deaf.  The  actual  number  of  children  found 
in  routine  inspection  markedly  deaf  was  45  as  compared  with 
97  the  previous  year,  that  is  to  say,  less  than  a half. 

Such  an  improvement  is  to  be  expected  as  a result  of  the 
increased  attention  which  is  being  given  to  adenoids  and 
enlarged  tonsils  at  the  two  County  Infirmaries  through  the 
action  of  the  Education  Authority. 

With  regard  to  the  70  children  who  were  found  to  be 
slightly  deaf  it  will  be  noticed  in  the  previous  table  that  43 
cases  were  found  with  wax  in  their  ears  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  interfere  with  hearing.  The  wax,  of  course,  can  easily  be 
removed  by  syringing.

Cases  of  organic  cardiac  disease  are  divided  into  congenital 
and  acquired.  The  percentage  of  children  found  in  routine 
inspection  with  congenital  disease  was  only  -02  and  with 
acquired  cardiac  disease  4-3,  as  compared  with  5-9  the  pre- 
vious year.  Such  acquired  disease  is  usually  a sequela  of 
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scarlet  fever  or  some  rheumatic  condition,  either  acute  rheuma- 
tism or  what  is  sometimes  termed  “ growing  pains.”  The 
last-named  affection  is  apt  to  receive  little  attention  from  the 
parents  and  may  in  fact  be  forgotten  when  the  condition  of 
the  heart  is  such  as  to  require  medical  attention.  Functional 
disease  of  the  heart  is  of  a much  more  hopeful  nature  and  may 
with  proper  treatment  disappear  altogether.

Four  per  cent,  of  the  children  on  routine  inspection  weie 
found  to  be  affected  with  bronchial  catarrh.  This  affection 
is  due  mostly  to  common  colds  and  is  usually  of  a temporary 
nature  yielding  readily  to  treatment.  Only  one  child  was  found 
with  chronic  bronchitis.  As  I have  frequently  pointed  out  it 
is  very  necessary  for  common  colds  to  receive  treatment  in 
case  they  should  result  in  chronic  affections  leading  in  many 
cases  to  "tubercular  infection  of  the  chest.  Only  four  children 
as  a result  of  routine  examination  were  found  to  have  tuber- 
culosis of  the  chest  although  there  were  ten  cases  that  were 
suspected.  Among  the  children  with  other  diseases  ot  tie- 
chest  asthma  is  fairly  common.

In  routine  examination  only  3 children  were  found  suffer-

Nineteen  children  were  found  with  tubercular  glands,  4 
with  tubercular  affection  of  the  bones  and  joints,  15  with 
abdominal  tuberculosis  and  3 with  tuberculosis  of  the  skin 
(lupus).  The  previous  year  the  figure  with  regard  to  glandular 
affections  was  16,  bones  and  joints,  9,  abdominal  10,  and  skin  S, 
so  that  on  the  whole  the  results  this  year  are  slightly  more 
favourable.  Reference  was  made  in  last  report  to  the  special 
facilities  provided  at  the  County  Fever  Hospitals  at  Bannock- 
burn and  Camelon  for  dealing  with  these  types  of  tuberculosis. 
There  is  a Special  Ward  at  each  of  these  hospitals  and  at  each 
there  has  been  installed  for  some  years  ultra-violet  ray  appar- 
atus which  has  proved  extremely  useful,  not  only  for  patients 
resident  in  the  wards,  but  also  for  out-patients  who  come  regu- 
larly for  treatment.  There  is  also  very  useful  co-operation 
with  the  Stirling  and  Falkirk  Infirmaries  in  cases  requiring 
surgical  treatment.

Of  the  8600  children  examined  in  routine  inspection  2 
were  found  suffering  from  whooping  cough,  6 from  measles, 
1 from  diphtheria,  10  from  mumps  and  9 from  chiekenpox. 
It  seems  almost  inconceivable  that  so  many  children  should 
be  found  in  school  actually  suffering  from  those  diseases. 
They  were  of  course  excluded.  Last  year  there  were  only  4 
cases  of  whooping  cough  and  5 of  chiekenpox  found.  Chicken- 
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pox  is  still  a compulsorily  notifiable  infectious  disease,  the 
reason  being  that  in  some  cases  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
differentiate  severe  cases  from  the  mild  form  of  smallpox, 
which  has  in  recent  years  been  the  prevailing  type  in  Great 
Britain.

Twenty -five  children  were  found  suffering  from  hernia, 
the  same  number  as  last  year,  37  from  enuresis  as  compared 
with  39  last  year,  and  18  from  enlarged  thyroid  as  compared 
with  34  last  year.  It  will  be  noticed  that  enlarged  thyroid 
was  again  found  to  be  more  prevalent  among  girls  than  among 
boys. 


SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  OR  CLASSES. 

Defective  and  Invalid  Children. — At  the  monthly 
meetings  of  the  School  Medical  Committee  reports  from  my 
Department  on  defective  and  invalid  children  have  come  to 
occupy  a large  part  of  the  Committee’s  time.  Mentally  defec- 
tive children  are  divided  into  two  categories,  educable  and 
non-educable — the  educable  forming  by  far  the  larger  class 
are  dealt  with  by  the  Education  Authority,  while  the  non- 
educable  were  reported  to  the  Parish  Councils  for  their  atten- 
tion. 

Defective  children  are  divided  into  mentally  defective 
and  physically  defective,  and  Special  Classes  were  provided 
for  the  former  at  Stirling,  Kilsyth  and  Larbert.  The  Class 
at  Kilsyth,  however,  has  been  discontinued  as  the  numbers 
became  very  low.  The  children  from  the  Kilsyth  area  are  now 
conveyed  to  and  from  the  Special  Class  at  Larbert.  Up  till 
now  very  little  lias  been  done  for  the  physical  defectives,  but  the 
Committee  recognise  the  importance  of  having  these  unfortun- 
ate children  educated  so  as  to  give  them  as  good  a chance  in 
life  as  possible.

Following  upon  reports  by  me  the  Committee  before  the 
end  of  the  year  were  moving  in  the  direction  of  the  provision 
of  special  facilities  at  Falkirk  and  Stirling  for  the  education 
of  myopic  children. 

Dr.  Rutherford  reports  as  follows  regarding  the  Special 
Class  at  Larbert  Village  School — “ I have  paid  several  visits 
throughout  the  year  to  the  Special  Classes  for  Defective  Chil- 
dren in  Larbert  Village  School. 

“ As  I reported  previously,  the  children  who  reside  at  a 
distance  are  conveyed  to  and  from  school  in  a special  ’bus  and 
under  the  supervision  of  a teacher. 

“ With  regard  to  accommodation  the  conditions  are  as 
the}"  were  last  year,  except  that  there  are  now  three  classes 
instead  of  two,  which  means  the  addition  of  extra  class-room. 
Until  a special  centre  is  provided  accommodation  is  likely  to 
continue  to  be  more  or  less  unsuitable. 

“ Lunch  is  provided  for  the  children  at  an  economical 
figure,  and  the  laying  of  the  tables  and  carrying  in  of  the  dishes 
provides  valuable  training  for  the  older  girls,  while  the  hand- 
washing before  the  meal  is  also  a valuable  lesson. 

“ As  already  stated,  there  are  now  three  classes  in  this 
particular  department.  Of  these,  one  is  for  physically  defec- 
tive but  intelligent  children,  one  is  for  mentally  defective  but 
educable  children,  and  one  is  for  mentally  defective  children 
who  are  ineducable.  The  separation  of  the  educable  from  the 
ineducable  children  is  an  improvement  on  the  arrangement 
which  held  last  year. 

“ In  the  physically  defective  class  taught  by  Miss  Taylor, 
there  are  the  following  pupils  : — 

1.  F.  14  years.  Amputated  leg.  Backward  on  account 
of  much  absence  from  school,  but  improving,  especially 
in  spelling  and  reading. 

This  child  has  unfortunately  fractured  her  thigh 
since  I saw  her  and  she  is  at  present  in  Falkirk  Infir- 
mary. 

2.  F.  years.  Suffers  from  birth  paralysis  affecting 
both  arms  and  legs. 

Writing  is  very  shaky,  but  recent  writing  is  much 
firmer  than  her  first  attempts.  Walking  is  also  steadier 
and  speech  is  improved. 

This  child  is  normally  intelligent  but  is  unable 
to  make  use  of  her  hands. 

3.  M.  11  years.  Myope.  Could  neither  read  nor  write 
on  admission.  Great  improvement.  Eager  to  learn. 
Making  good  progress  in  arithmetic.  (Requires  special 
teaching  on  account  of  his  defective  eyesight.) 

4.  M.  8 years.  Deaf.  Hears  very  slightly  with  left  ear 
Lip-reads.  Now  able  to  speak.  Learning  to  write 
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and  to  spell.  Is  now  a much  brighter  and  happier 
child  than  formerly. 

5.  M.  6 years.  Deaf.  Brother  of  above.  Has  appar- 
entty  no  hearing.  Beginning  to  lip-read.  Has  lately 
acquired  use  of  the  voice  and  should  improve  more 
rapidly  now.  Beginning  to  count  now. 

6.  M.  9 years.  Spine  disease.  Improved.  Legs 
stronger,  walks  better  though  legs  are  still  bent  at  the 
knees  and  hip- joints.  Is  progressing  in  arithmetic. 

7.  M.  10  years.  New  ease.  Organic  heart  disease  of 
congenital  origin.  Very  intelligent  but  not  fit  to 
attend  school  and  therefore  excluded. 

No.  9 in  last  year’s  report  has  removed  to  Avonbridge, 
and  attends  school  there. 

Nos.  4,  5 and  11  were  transferred  to  class  for  ineducable 
mental  defectives. 

No.  8,  haemophilic  child,  in  resident  Home  for  Sick  Chil- 
dren, Edinburgh. 

“ The  progress  of  each  individual  child  in  the  above  class 
has  been  quite  satisfactory.  All  of  the  children  (1)  to  (6)  have 
improved  both  in  physical  and  mental  development,  but  were 
it  not  for  the  small  number  of  children  in  the  class  the  variety 
of  the  kinds  of  defect  would  make  it  a most  difficult  class  to? 
handle. 

“ In  the  Class  for  mentally  backward  children  there  are 
two  pupils  who  come  into  the  ineducable  category. 

1.  M.  15  years — nearly  16  years.  This  boy  is  leaving 
school.  Able  neither  to  read  nor  to  write.  Good  at 
rug  making. 

2.  M.  12  years.  Ineducable,  but  fairly  good  at  hand- 
work. 

3.  M.  10  years.  Speech  defective,  probably  on  account 
of  deafness.  Is  showing  improvement  in  dictation 
and  reading. 

4.  M.  12  years.  Reading  improved  but  spelling  is  all 
phonetic.  Cannot  transcribe  correctly.  Fond  of  hand- 
work, especially  rug-making. 

5.  M.  13  years.  Also  shows  more  aptitude  for  hand- 
work. 

“ It  would  be  useful  and  interesting  for  these  boys  to  have 
something  occupational,  like  gardening  or  wood-work.  Train- 
ing on  these  lines  is  much  more  useful  for  them  than  the 
academic  subjects  are  likely  to  be. 

“ The  girls  aged  11  years , 14  years,  15  years  and  17  years 
all  show  improvement  in  reading  and  spelling,  and  were  busy 
writing  letters  when  I entered  the  classroom. 

“ The  girls  have  been  doing  very  good  work  in  sewing 
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during  the  session.  I saw  a dress,  a pinafore  and  an 
embroidered  teacloth  done  by  the  girls,  and  Miss  Stewart 
is  intending  to  devote  more  time  to  sewing  of  this  very  useful 
and  practical  nature  in  future.  Most  of  the  handwork  of  this 
class  had  been  taken  home  by  the  pupils,  but  I was  very  favour- 
ably impressed  by  what  I did  see.  The  rug-making  appeals 
to  the  boys  more  than  basket-making. 

“ The  girls  are  also  being  given  lessons  in  cookery  and 
housewifery.  They  are  being  taught  only  simple  everyday 
cookery,  and  they  are  being  taught  weighing  and  measuring 
in  connection  with  this  art. 

“ One  other  child  attends  this  class  in  the  mornings  only. 
She  is  paralytic — is  very  unsteady  in  her  gait  and  has  little 
power  in  her  hands.  She  is  educable  but  lacks  concentration 
and  is  always  chattering.  She  is  very  fond  of  being  the  centre 
of  attraction. 

“ The  third  class  is  composed  of  the  ineducable  children. 
These  children  would  be  much  better  at  an  occupation  centre 
or  in  an  institution.  With  the  exception  of  one  boy  they  are 
making  no  progress. 

“ The  child,  the  Mongolian  imbecile,  on  whom  I reported 
last  year,  is  still  attending  the  class.  As  already  pointed 
out,  this  is  very  undesirable  and  he  cannot  speak  nor  answer- 
questions,  and  accordingly  makes  no  headway. 

“ This  is  an  altogether  unsatisfactory  class  and  it  must 
be  very  disheartening  to  the  teacher  who  has  charge  of  these 
poor  unfortunates. 

“ The  mental  ages  of  the  pupils  in  this  class  are  given  in 
the  following  table  : — •

I agree  with  Dr.  Rutherford  that  the  class  for  non-educable 


children  should  be  discontinued,  and  other  arrangements  made 
for  their  welfare. 

Of  the  Special  Class  at  Craigs  School,  Stirling,  Dr.  White- 
ford  says — “ At  the  date  of  examination  there  were  five  men- 
tally defective  children  in  the  Special  Class  and  one  physically 
defective  pupil,  a myopic  boy. 

“ The  following  table  will  give  an  idea  of  the  progress  of 
each  mentally  defective  child  since  his  or  her  admission  to  the 
class.  All  show  a decided  improvement  according  to  the 
Binet  Simon  graded  tests.  (The  last  entry  on  the  table  is 
that  of  the  latest  addition  to  the  class  and  shows  the  result 
of  his  first  test.) 
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“ M.  K.  Female.  Improved.  She  shows  a certain 
amount  of  concentration,  and  is  happier  with  practical  work 
than  with  the  purely  mental  side. 

“ W.K.  Male.  Brother  of  M.K.  Improved.  This  boy 
may  be  classed  as  a high  grade  defective,  with  a peculiar  apt- 
ness for  “ rising  to  the  occasion.”  During  the  session  he  shows 
a varying  index  of  smartness,  but  can  always  put  up  a good 
show  in  his  set  mental  tests.  He  has  a particular  penchant 
for  problems  in  mental  arithmetic  dealing  with  money. 

“ J.  M‘F.  Male.  Has  made  appreciable  progress.  On 
admission  he  was  inclined  to  be  morose  and  stubborn.  He  is 
now  amenable  to  discipline,  answers  readily,  and  appears 
quite  happy  in  class.  He  can  count  up  to  five  on  his  fingers, 
and  can  match  designs  and  figures.  He  knows  the  sounds  of 
the  letters  of  the  alphabet. 

“ J.  M‘L.  Male.  Improved.  This  boy  shows  good 
promise.  He  is  keen,  interested,  and  applies  himself. 

“ H.  T.  Male.  First  test.  This  is  the  latest  addition 
to  the  class.  He  has  on  one  occasion  only  spoken  to  the  teacher. 
At  first  his  taciturnity  was  accompanied  by  a degree  of  trucu- 
lence, but  he  has  gradually  become  more  amenable,  and  now 
will  do  as  he  is  bidden,  but  with  the  same  disconcerting  silence. 
Outside  school  he  speaks  and  plays  like  the  others.  He  is 
being  patiently  humoured. 

“ M.  F.  Male.  This  boy  though  not  a mental  defective 
is  at  present  in  the  special  classroom  with  the  defectives.  His 
high  degree  of  myopia  resulted  in  his  losing  much  ground  at 
the  ordinary  school,  but  since  coming  to  the  special  class  he  is 
rapidly  making  up  leeway. 

“ He  has  his  practical  work  in  the  special  classroom  where 
the  special  apparatus  (desk,  etc.),  is  kept,  writing,  arithmetic, 
map-drawing,  etc.  Other  subjects,  oral,  etc., are  taken  with 
the  ordinary  classes  of  the  school,  where  special  attention  is 
paid  to  him.  He  is  keen  and  intelligent,  and  should  make 
satisfactory  progress. 

“ The  work  of  the  Special  Class  is  conducted  by  Miss 
Swan  along  the  usual  lines.  The  practical  work  of  the  class  is 
well  carried  out,  and  the  pupils  when  set  to  a task  are  soon 
capable  of  performing  it  with  very  little  help.  Mentally  all 
the  pupils  are  improving,  and  the  advent  of  the  myopic  boy 
has  broadened  the  outlook  of  the  class  as  a Special  Class  rather 
than  a Mentally  Defective  Class.” 

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND 
PERSONAL  HYGIENE. 

The  Medical  Inspectors  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  routine 
work  of  the  physical  instructors. 
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Of  this  branch  of  work  Dr.  Findlay  writes  : — “ The  physi- 
cal instruction  proceeds  along  satisfactory  lines  and  I am  again 
glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  a high  standard  of  excellence  is 
reached.  The  gymnastic  exercises  given  are  such  as  to  bring 
the  various  groups  of  muscles  into  play  and  along  with  balanc- 
ing, agility  exercises,  dancing  and  games  tend  to  the  supp- 
ling up  of  the  whole  system  and  strengthening  of  the  muscles 
and  the  general  health  and  wellbeing  of  the  children  is  greatly 
benefited  thereby.  The  exercises  are  evidently  enjoyed  by 
the  pupils,  and  the  games  and  dancing  are  entered  into  with 
zest.  The  dancing  is  very  good,  and  Miss  Bonnar  reports  that 
“ A team  of  boys  and  girls  from  Larbert  Central  School  was 
entered  for  the  Falkirk  Festival  and  gained  86  marks,  and  that 
the  winning  team  consisted  of  all  girls  and  gained  94  marks.” 
The  usual  care  is  taken  to  see  that  no  child  is  given  drill  who 
is  not  physically  fit  for  it.  The  Instructors,  Miss  Bonnar, 
Mr  Reid  and  Mr  Murray  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  results 
achieved.” 

Dr.  Rutherford  reports  as  follows  : — “ It  is  always  a 
great  pleasure  to  inspect  the  work  of  the  classes  in  Falkirk 
High  School  in  physical  instruction. 

“ There  is  a striking  air  of  alertness  and  keenness  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  classes  enter  the  gymnasium,  and  this 
continues  to  be  evident  throughout  the  whole  of  the  instruction 
period.  This  applies  equally  to  boys  and  to  girls.  The  pupils 
seem  to  be  on  the  tip-toe  of  readiness  to  execute  commands 
with  promptness  and  precision  and  I have  nothing  but  the 
highest  praise  for  the  manner  in  which  the  instruction  is  carried 
out.  The  exercises  are  well  chosen  and  varied.  Good  use  is 
made  of  the  apparatus  provided  and  in  this  school  the  new 
boom  has  proved  to  be  an  asset. 

“ Both  teachers  are  keening  records  of  chest  measure- 
ments and  they  are  measuring  the  pupils  at  the  beginning  and 
again  towards  the  end  of  the  session.  In  a large  percentage  of 
cases  expansion  has  increased. 

“ Mr  Miller  has  introduced  another  praiseworthy  innova- 
tion. He  has  induced  the  boys  of  the  higher  classes  to  change 
into  gymnastic  costume  This  is  of  great  advantage,  allowing 
much  freer  and  easier  movement,  and  the  boys  appear  to 
appreciate  the  difference  it  makes  to  the  enjoyment  of 
gymnastics. 

“ Mr  Miller  has  trained  a special  class  which  he  takes  after 
school  hours.  It  is  composed  of  boys  who  are  specially  inter- 
ested in  physical  instruction,  and  who  join  the  class  voluntarily. 

“ This  class  is  doing  some  very  fine  work  and  the  time- 
keeping without  outward  or  visible  sign  of  counting  was  little 
short  of  marvellous.  The  grace  and  precision  of  their  move- 
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ments  was  a joy  to  behold.  The  boys  and  Mr  Miller  are  to  he 
congratulated  on  their  enthusiasm  and  the  results  of  their  work. 

“ Miss  M'Dougall’s  girls  danced  some  country  dances  and 
the  footwork  of  Class  4c  deserves  special  mention  as  being 
particularly  graceful.  The  girls  are  also  particularly  good  at 
balancing  exercises. 

“ Miss  M‘Dougall  showed  me  some  special  dances  per- 
formed by  junior  classes  and  trained  by  her.  These  again 
reflected  the  greatest  credit  on  teacher  and  performers,  and 
special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  Threesome  Scotch  Reel 
by  three  senior  girls. 

“ There  is  little  to  add  to  the  former  reports  on  physical 
instruction  under  Miss  Jarvis  in  Stirling  High  School.  The 
same  high  standard  is  being  maintained,  and  during  the  lesson 
movements  are  varied  and  monotony  is  avoided. 

“ The  new  boom  apparatus  has  proved  to  be  of  very  great 
service.  It  is  very  easily  and  quickly  placed  in  position  and 
the  fact  that  it  really  consists  of  two  booms,  each  taking  up 
half  the  width  of  the  gymnasium  renders  it  of  great  advantage  on 
the  handling  of  a large  class.  The  class  may  be  divided  into 
sections  (say  four,  as  Miss  Jarvis  did  with  the  large  class  I 
inspected)  each  doing  a particular  exercise.  The  exercises 
having  been  duly  performed  the  sections  change  round  and 
in  that  way  the  pupils  get  more  work  and  more  varied  work 
into  the  allotted  time  as  there  is  no  time  wasted  unnecessarily 
in  waiting. 

“As  in  former  years,  Miss  Jarvis  continues  to  give 
remedial  exercises  in  cases  of  certain  postural  and  physical 
defects,  and  the  results  in  the  majority  of  the  cases  are  exceed- 
ingly satisfactory. 

“In  Redding  High  School  the  girls  prove  to  be  ver\r 
enthusiastic  players  of  net-ball.  The  game  was  played  in  the 
playground  and  some  of  the  girls  have  developed  a special 
degree  of  accuracy  in  scoring  goals.  I was  delighted  to  note 
that  the  team  work  was  also  particularly  good. 

“ The  playground  (at  least  part  of  it)  was  macadamised 
some  years  ago  and  this  was  a great  improvement  on  the 
former  loose  stones  that  lay  on  the  uneven  surface.  How- 
ever, it  appears  to  have  become  rough  again  and  there  are  many 
loose  stones  and  chips  of  road-metal  now  scattered  over  the 
surface.  It  would  require  to  be  re-tarred  and  rolled. 

“ The  girls  also  performed  a country  dance.  A class  of 
boys  was  taken  for  ordinary  drill  and  these  performed  the 
well-chosen  exercises  very  well,  although  the  performance  of 
the  class  as  a whole  was  handicapped  for  the  following 
reasons : — 

“ A large  proportion  of  the  scholars  do  not  bring  soft 
shoes  for  drill,  and  consequently  cannot  take  part  in  some  of 
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the  exercises  given,  because  apart  from  the  noise  produced  on 
the  cement  floor  of  the  hall,  there  is  danger  of  the  pupils  skid- 
ding, falling  and  injuring  themselves. 

“ The  result  is  that  some  pupils  get  little  benefit  from  the 
drill  lesson  as  they  miss  so  much  of  it  every  week.  It  is 
difficult  to  insist  on  uniformity  in  the  wearing  of  soft  shoes  as 
so  many  of  the  parents  cannot  afford  to  provide  the  shoes. 

“ The  same  applies  in  greater  degree,  of  course,  to  the 
wearing  of  gymnastic  tunics  by  the  girls. 

“ The  heating  of  the  hall  might  be  improved. 

“ I already  reported  on  the  condition  of  the  “ horse.” 
The  cover  is  badly  torn  and  there  is  danger  of  the  toes  of  the 
gymnasts  being  caught  in  it  with  resultant  accident.  There 
are  no  landing  mats,  and  consequently,  Miss  Bonnar  has  to 
catch  the  pupils  as  they  come  over — no  light  task,  especially 
with  the  higher  classes.  I should  advise  that  the  horse  be 
completely  recovered,  and  two  cocoanut-hair  mats  provided, 
together  with  four  or  six  balancing  forms. 

“ Drill  is  given  only  once  a week.  In  my  opinion  this 
is  not  often  enough. 

“ Again,  Miss  Bonnar  takes  all  the  drill  and  she  has  no 
free  period.  I consider  that  teaching  drill  for  a whole  day 
without  rest  periods  is  somewhat  exacting  on  an  instructor, 
although  Miss  Bonnar  herself  is  full  of  energy  and  said  that  she 
had  not  found  this  too  much  for  her.” 

In  Dr.  Whiteford’s  report  he  states  that  “ I visited  Dundas 
School  and  the  Grangemouth  High  School  and  saw  there 
demonstrations  of  class  work  as  performed  by  pupils  of  a 
primary  and  of  a secondary  school  respectively.  Classes 
comprising  boys  and  others,  of  girls,  were  seen. 

“ The  classes,  both  primary  and  secondary,  are  notice- 
ably keen  on  the  physical  training.  In  Dundas  School  this 
is  solely  of  the  Swedish  Drill  type  ; in  the  High  School  gymna- 
sium apparatus  is  used. 

“ In  addition  to  the  purely  developmental  system  of 
exercises  Miss  Melville  has  her  pupils  coached  in  folk  dancing. 
The  classes  enter  into  this  with  no  less  enthusiasm  than  in  the 
case  of  the  drill. 

“ At  the  High  School,  Stirling,  Mr  Murray  takes  the  boys 
for  gymnasium.  I saw  classes  from  both  Primary  and  Secon- 
dary Departments  perform  their  drill,  and  found  them  very 
enthusiastic  and  keen  to  gain  a word  of  approval. 

“ The  younger  boys  are  kept  more  to  the  drill,  and  the 
older  boys  to  the  apparatus.  Folk  dancing  here  is  an 
additional  and  favourite  item,  with  games. 

“At  the  Riverside  School  I saw  classes  of  boys  and  of  girls 
in  the  gymnasium  and  was  again  struck  by  the  keenness  of  the 
first  year  classes  to  approach  the  instructress,  Miss  Symington’s

standard.  Games  and  dancing  along  with  drill  and  work  on 
the  apparatus  fill  the  curriculum,  and  good  response  and 
results  are  got  from  the  pupils. 

“ All  visits  were  entirely  unannounced  and  the  work  done 
was  an  ordinary  day’s  work  without  any  special  preparation. 
The  teachers  attest  to  the  interest  of  the  classes,  and  these 
latter  obviously  appreciate  their  opportunities.  Special 
attention  is  paid  to  pupils  singled  out  at  medical  inspection 
for  some  defect  or  other,  either  by  way  of  modified  drill,  or 
exercises  directed  to  correct  the  defect  noted.”

NURSES’  WORK. 

The  follow-up  work  of  the  Nursing  Staff  may  be  regarded 
as  complementary  to  the  work  of  the  Medical  Inspectors  and 
very  essential  to  the  full  attainment  of  the  benefits  of  School 
Medical  Inspection.  The  plan  is  the  same  as  before,  the  nurses 
being  supplied  with  lists  with  the  names  of  children  with 
defects.  The  parents  are  then  interviewed  at  their  homes  and 
close  touch  is  maintained  with  them  until  remedial  measures 
have  been  taken.  That  means  that  while  in  many  cases  one 
visit  is  sufficient  there  is  still  a large  number  where  repeated 
visits  are  required  before  the  desired  results  are  obtained. 

The  foregoing  tabular  statement  shows  clearly  the  great 
amount  of  work  accomplished  by  the  nurses  during  the  year.
